CHICAGO 
(UPI) — Riot- 
trained police today patrolled 
the tense streets of south sub­ 
urban 
Dixmoor, 
where 
dogs 
and tear gas last night quelled 
the town's second consecutive 
night of Negro riots. 
The rattle of gunfire greeted 
police as they scattered an an­ 
gry mob of 200 Negroes milling 
around a liquor store set afire 
by five “ Molotov cocktails.” At 
least 40 persons—27 of them 
white — were arrested but no 
one was reported injured. 
Cook County Sheriff Richard 
B. Ogilvie said the two nights 
of 
rioting, 
rock-throwing and 
sporadic gunfire in the racially 
mixed suburb “ appeared to be 
more than spontaneous combus­ 
tion.” He said there were “ out­ 


side agitators” in the crowds of

speeches, 
film clips and spot announce­ 
ments will increase gradually 
in his campaign to peak just 
before election day.

At Picnic 
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LBJ Man Of His Word When It Comes To Women

President Johnson is a man of 
his word when it comes to worn.

The president has promised 
to end "stag” government and 
put more women in the top fed­ 
eral jobs. On that score, he has 
calked up a solid record of ac­ 
complishment without a male 
backlash. 
Last January, Johnson set a 
goal of placing 50 qualified wom­ 
en in upper strata government 
jobs within a month. There were 
the skeptical, the wary and those 
who thought he was kidding. 
By prodding his cabinet and 
agency chieftains, 
he 
proved 


again what is well known in 
Washington — "What Lyndon 
wants, Lyndon gets.” 
So, determined was Johnson 
to make good on his campaign 
he held a special cabinet meet­ 
ing to 
discuss 
the 
problem. 
"What have you got against 
women?” he asked his top ad­ 
visers. 
They knew he meant business 
when he followed up his ques­ 
tion with a firm memo to agency 
heads, directing: "It is imper­ 
ative that an intensive effort be 
made to fill top-level vacancies 
in your agency with women 
who, but for the historical bias 
against their sex, would be con­ 
sidered well-qualified.” 
The goal of 50 females in the 
top spots was just a teaser. 
The president went way over 
his goal. 
White House figures at the 


end of July showed a total of 
56 personal 
appointments 
by 
Johnson of women to sub-cabin­ 
et rank, ambassadors, or fed­ 
eral commissions, many in areas 
previously considered exclusive­ 
ly male sanctuaries. 
In the same period, from Jan. 
I through July 31, there were 
1,194 appointed or promoted to 
jobs on the federal payroll, pay­ 
ing $10,000 to $20,000. 
Of these, 249 women were se­ 
lected for professional positions 
in the civil service and 945, 
already on the government rolls, 
were promoted to better pay­ 
ing, more responsible posts. 
To reassure male colleagues, 
the president wisecracks "Men 
will always have a place in 
government as long as there are 
no women to fill the jobs.” 
He believes that woman pow­ 
er has long been neglected in 


this country and their brains 
and talent have not been tapped 
in a society demanding more 
and more of the fair sex. 


" I am not one who believes 
that all intelligence and skill 
is for some obscure reason con­ 
fined entirely to the male popu­ 
lation,” he said. "To conclude 
that women are unfitted to the 
risk of 
our 
historic 
society 
seems to be the equivalent of 
closing male eyes 
to 
female 
facts.” 
The president is the first to 
admit that his high regard for 
female ability stems from his 
enormous admiration for his 
mother, Rebekah Baines John­ 
son, when he was growing up 
and for his wife, Lady Bird, 
whom he extolls as a woman 
of "many talents.” 
In fact he credits his wife 
with asking him often "What 


have you done for women late­ 
ly?” 


Mrs. Johnson herself has been 
spotlighting the contribution of 
females with her monthly "Wom­ 
en Doers” luncheons. She also 
makes speeches urging women 
to broaden their horizons from 
the l "home to humanity.” 
Where women are concerned, 
the President has no male ego. 
He has often said that women 
have the "stick - to - it - iveness, 
courage and a never - say- 
die attitude that you don’t find 
in a man. They don’t ever give 
up when they believe something 
deeply. And they have the imag­ 
ination, initiative, and ingenuity 
that I like.” 
The President ran into one 
snag of disappointment when he 
found out his invitation for a 
woman to come to Washington 
to take a job or to go abroad 


often had to be turned down— 
usually for family or personal 
reasons. 
As one White House aide put 
it: "The President learned that 
a lot of qualified women are 
not bachelor girls or old maids 
or widows.” 
But he was not discouraged. 
The White House came up with 
a new solution by working up 
two lists of candidates. One list 
carries the names of women 
ready, willing, and able to take 
on 
full-time 
career 
appoint­ 
ments. 
The other list is made up of 
qualified women as part-time 
consultants or members of a 
commission. 
Ever since he invited recom­ 
mendations in his talent search, 
letters have poured in urging 
him to name a woman to this 
or that. The main processing 
is done in the office of White 


House assistant Ralph Dungan. 
But often the pace is too slow 
for the "can do” president and 
he is just as likely to pick up 
the telephone and offer a quali­ 
fied woman a job. 
The First Lady’s press sec­ 
retary Elizabeth Carpenter says 
the White House switchboard 
operators "are getting a repu­ 
tation to match the Royal Cana­ 
dian Mounted Police. They al­ 
ways track their woman down 
when the President wants to 
offer her a job. 
"Once they spent 36 hours 
tracing a lady to a yacht some­ 
where in the Caribbean. When 
she couldn’t accept the job, the 
switchboard crew were as dis­ 
appointed as we were.” 
The President has long felt 
that women were rated as "sec­ 
ond class citizens,” but his cam­ 
paign to put them at the top 
is making them feel first rate.
